3» Because the 1951 crops in the Iranian areas of ’Joghon,, Ajarud, and Velkij {near 
the Soviet frontier) are extremely meager* many of the inhabitants of this 
area are migrating to Ardebil* Iranian frontier officials fear that this 
will result in increased brigeadege and anticipate that the number of illegal 
crossings by Iranians into the Soviet Union will increase* As of 14 September 
1951 the Iranian Government had taken no steps to alleviate ths .famine 
conditions of this area*
